I wanted you to know that my magazine used for this 
scan was in very good shape with barely a crease or 
anything else. Whomever owned this before me either 
never read it or read it once and put it away. Back 
in the early 80’s I had to pay $40 to aquire this issue. 

With this in mind, I am doing my best to keep the 
magazine in this condition. This means that I am 
not smashing down the spine to get a perfect 
flatness. At times the very end of a word (towards the 
center/staple area) might be missing (ex: “dave” would 
be as “dav” with part of the “e”). If you understand and 
can read English and still have a problem figuring out 
the wording, then you should not be reading this to 
begin with. 

Also one of the page joins appears to be mismatched. 
The actual magazine is this way as well and either the 
missing centimeter is in the glue bound spine or was 
trimmed by those that made the zine.

In regard to motion pictures In general, I can 
think of no better description than the one Rod 
Serling used for television, “diseased organism.” 
Probably the only decent sf movie in the last 30 
years was LORD OF THE FLIES. (Now there’s an 
arguable statement! As one who has seen virtu- 
ally every imaginative movie ever made since 
1923— and revivals of many filmed before that 
—I would certainly say that LORO OF THE FLIES 
belongs in Walt Lee’s definitive Checklist of 
Fantastic Films. 1 saw it previewed with Ray 
Bradbury; he hated it, I thought it was great. 
But I didn't consider, then or now, that I was 
seeing a science fiction picture. An odd film, 
an offbeat one, one I would certainly recom- 
mend to fantasy fans. Come to think of it, ages 
ago in the old Argosy magazine they had a 
term for this kind of tale; "off-trail.” But 
whether LORD OF THE FLIES was sci-fi or no, I 
take strong exception to the assertion that 
there were probably no other decent scientifilms 
in the past 3 decades, and offer the names in 
evidence of; TRANSATLANTIC TUNNEL, THINGS 
TO COME, WAR OF THE WORLDS, DELUGE, THE 
CREEPING UNKNOWN, VILLAGE OF THE DAMNED, 
ENEMY FROM SPACE, DESTINATION MOON, FIRST 
SPACESHIP ON VENUS and DR. STRANGELOVE. 
Also the recent modestly budgeted, unspectacu- 
lar but soundly humanly Interesting UNEARTHLY

of the year. — FJA) Everything else is either 
monsters from the moon or somewhere. Space 
wars In which fledgling Earth manages to clob- 
ber the big bad Mysterians and other such 
trivia. (Altho I personally had reservations about 
both of them, I know most scientifilm lovers 
were very large for FORBIDDEN PLANET & TIME 
MACHINE also.) 

Same with television. The Outer Limits is 
probably the lousiest (literally) flop sf fans have 
witnessed. (Not this fan.) Why the heck don't 
they have mass media sf handled by someone 
who knows a little about it (not about mass 
media, about sD? The field is certainly being 
helped little by Incompetents like Stefano and 
— yes — Serling. About the only good thing on 
TV over the last year that was even remotely 
sf was a very good adaptation of Mr. Bradbury’s 
The Jar. Quite frankly, I think they should dump 
the whole business. (In that event I would have 
missed such Outer Limits treats — to my taste 
—as the one about the man who evolved thru 
various stages to the supermentality of the far 
future; the house where time stood still; the 
plot against the President of the United States, 
involving malleable faces; etc. And, on other 
occasions, the fate Sir Cedric Hardwicke in the 
great “Mr. Crane”; “The Power”, which Geo. 
Pal Is now developing as a feature-length film; 
Geo. Orwell’s "1984”; Robt. Lindner's refflarx- 
able "iet-Propelled Couch".} If someone comes 
along who’s willing to take the time & mental 
effort to produce good science fiction on film, 
okay! good! garlands of Moon Flowers to the 
man. But until then, why not just forget it— 
sit back and remember fondly those wonderful 
days when “twilight zone" was nothing more 
than synonymous with dusk and the wonders 
of METROPOLIS reigned supreme!

macabre memories 

“The firstime I was ever here was 30 years ago,” 
I told my guide from the TV Publicity Dept. “They 
invited me over to see a projection room preview of 
THE BRIDE OF FRANKENSTEIN plus an instal- 
ment of the serial CALL OP THE SAVAGE with 
Buster Crabbe. He played Jan of the Jungle, a kind 
of poor man’s Tarzan created by Otis Adelbert 
Kline, the poor man's Edgar Rice Burroughs. A 
few years later he was making FLASH GORDON 
and BUCK ROGERS serials here on the same lot. 

"I was perhaps 19 at the time and Elsa Lanches- 
ter as the Bride seemed about 10’ tall to me. Re- 
cently when I interviewed her I was amazed to find 
that instead of being an amazingly tall slim crea- 
ture she had more the figure of the late Peter Lor- 
re! I now stood far taller than she. Which is not 
to take away any of her abilities as an actress or 
not to say what a charming woman she was.” 

the munchers 

We went directly to lunch in the Studio’s spark- 
ling new eatery, passing Debbie Reynolds on the 
way to our reserved booth. I had hardly begun to 
eat when I recognized Robert Bloch (he was pedal- 
ing his bi-Psycho) and hailed him over to our table. 

Being Robert Bloch, he hailed me right back. 

With hailstones — what else? 

I told him I had seen the preview of his NIGHT

But my guide wanted to be sure I saw every- 
thing and so he showed me all around: Grandpa’s 
combination laboratory-dungeon . . . the chess- 
board where he plays with an invisible opponent 
. . . the pet bat (suspended by all-but-invisible pi- 
ano wires) that flaps up & down the staircase . . . 
the cobwebby corridors . . . the kookie cuckoo clock 
. . . the sliding panels . . . the creepy paintings on 
the dusty walls . . etc. 

Then off again to another part of the Studio in 
search of the sign that would warn all & sundry, 
“Here There Be Munsters!”

At that point, onlooker Fred Gwynne, the Mun-

“What’s the matter with him?" asks Grandpa 
as he continues to operate on the mechanical man 
beneath his hands.

meeting the munsters 

After the scene was shot, I was introduced to the 
various Munsters. Super-tall Fred Gwynne ’s frank- 
ensteinian make-up was so perfectly applied that, 
standing within inches of him, I could scarcely de- 
tect the border where his headpiece joined his fore- 
head. Mr. Gwynne was very jovial. I handed him a 
copy of FM and for the next 10 minutes he looked 
thru it carefully page by page. 

Lily Munster was applying her long dark artifi- 
cial nails. One of them slipped off the end of her 
finger and glided onto the floor, where it lay look- 
12 


ing like a black beetle. I retrieved it for her and 
she thanked me with a smile that was anything but 
scary. She told me her 2 young children would be 
crazy about my magazine so I gave her copies to 
take home to them. 

Then I met the child star of THE MUNSTERS, 
Butch Patrick. "How old are you?” I asked. “Ten,'; 
he told me. He began acting in 1961, appearing op- 
posite Eddie Albert in THE TWO BEARS, later 
with Bobby Darin in PRESSURE POINT. In TV 
you've seen him in The Untouchables and My Fav 
orite Martian, among many other shows. Just as 
I was about to tell him I knew thousands of young 
boys who would gladly pay to play his role, and 
ask him how it felt to be performing in a monster 
show, a truly monstrous thing happened; his on- 
the-set school teacher called him into a little hut 
for a history lesson! Even young monsters can’t 
escape the horrors of homework! 


master make-up artists 

I got into a conversation with the gentleman 
who was touching up the make-ups of the various 
Munsters and- he told me that he knew Jack Pierce 
vep- well. He had nothing but highest praise for 
this elderly artist, still plying his trade, who cre- 
ated the original Frankenstein, Mummy and many 
other memorable make-ups. 
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After leaving the Munster set, my guide took me 
to the Make-Up Dept, itself. Unfortunately its cur- 
rent King, Bud Westmore, wasn’t there that after- 
noon, but I did get an eyeful of amazing models 
& masks that would make a ghoul drool. 

There were a million fabulous things! Life-masks 
of Peter Lorre & Lon Chaney Jr. . . . small models 
of the Metaluna mutant ... a life-size head of a 
Medusa with writhing snakes for hair . . . dino- 
saurs from THE WORLD UNKNOWN. 

It was like watching a score or more of monster 
movies on TV, all at once! 

I was even shown the model head of Boris Kar- 
loff as he appeared in THE SON OP FRANKEN- 
STEIN. 

It was a day to remember. 

And, as part of an editor’s job, I’m glad to share 
my memories with you. END

The actors & technicians at Aztec have some- 
times spent as high as $1400 on a film altho they 
try to keep the budget pretty low. Ron writes the 
scripts, directs, does the special effects & make- 
up. Brother Chuck is cameraman & sound technic- 
ian. A friend, Walter Fisher, is in charge of light- 
ing; Walter Roeder is assistant cameraman. 

About 5 to 6 weeks go into writing a story; 2 
months searching for locations & actors; 2 weeks 
or more are devoted to the special effects; and 
altogether it takes about half a year to complete 
a film.

I put the photos in a dead file that only I knew 
ibout.

My beloved stars crowded my stu- 
dio in sessions mounting almost to hysteria as they 
wondered how long they would burn bright with 
voices. 

In this year, Lon Chaney remade one of his clas- 
sic hits THE UNHOLY THREE. It scored a tre- 
mendous success. Lon played a ventriloquist who 
masqueraded as an old lady and utilized 4 differ- 
ent voices. A greater star for Lon Chaney was ris- 
ing. 

I had seen Lon sparsely that year. Always some- 
thing to interrupt us. I knew some day I had to tell 
him about that Christmas Eve.

& consternation, he rushes^n the door, scaly, froth- 
ing & furious. Ann screams. Bikell conjforts her, 
and Hoffman dashes after Gil, who has again died 
to the darkness of the basement.

After making the annotaicemeiU the local dbk 
Jockey is told the details of\lhe escape by a police 
officer.

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the derricks in the oil field— and there plays hap- 
pily with her dolls & tea set.

I ment of a raging thun- 
|derstorm, Price, with 
nerves aquiver and long 
lash twitching violently in his hands, sets out to 
destroy the feline. Unexpectly, however, the cat 
turns on him, leaping with open claws full into his 
face. Wheeling back, blood spurting from his eyes, 
Price accidently overturns a burning urn which 
sets fire to the bed . . . 

You can be sure they all went thru blood, sweat 
& tears trying to get that sequence on film. Since 
no one. including director Corman, could get the 
cat to leap into Vincent’s face, the cat had to be 
thrown upon him from behind a statue. For safety’s 
sake, the cat’s paws were taped-up— but neither 
animal nor actor felt too happily di.sposed towards 
the scene. 

First take . . . and the hands of the animal train 
er crept into the shot. 


Second take . . . and Vincent's reaction to the 
cal, lumping came a second too soon. 

Third lake . . . and the animal was thrown too 
hard, knocking the actor out of caniera range (an 
amusing moment occured here as Price crashed 
with the cat into a pillar and slumped to the floor, 
the director anxiously calling, "Vincent! Are you 
OK?" as he did so: silence for a second , then slow- 
ly the actor came to. pretending to suffer from 
amnesia. "Where am I? What are all you people 
doing here?") 

Fourth take . . . and the cat bit its trainer (Price 
could hardly contain his mirth). 

Fifth take . . . and the cat was thrown right. Vin- 
cent turned, screeched, and clutched at his eyes. 
"Print it." said Corman calmly. 


Boris Karloff, boogie man e.vtraordinaire, has 
been growing progressively arthritic according 
to latest reports. Tho he teUs his friends, "If I re- 
tire, I'd be dead within a few months." it’s pretty 
clear that he’s drastically cut down on his screen 
commitments, and practically has retired. 

At the present, he’s spending his days with his 
wife at a country cottage he’s just purchased in 
Hampshire, England. 

How long will the "King" be out of circulation? 
Thai's hard to an.swer, tho Boris’ manager, still 
in Hollywood, did tell me: "Mr. Karloff is not ex- 
pected to return for quite some time." 


Every Sunday nite, over hundreds of radio .sta-

The Shadow. ’ these days, conies from II years 
out of the past — a radio .show once at the peak of 
popularity until television came along and, almost, 
.sent Lament Cranston, "wealthy .socialite-about- 
town, into obscurity. But I see I'm getting ahead 
of myself. Chances are. if you never /heard the pro- 
gram, you don't know who Lamont Cranston was. 

Well . . . it's like Clark Kent & Superman. Cran- 
ston, the aforementioned "wealthy socialite," was 
a spare-time erimefightor who possessed the super- 
natural power (learned from Tibetan monks) to 
cloud men's minds and thus make himself invisible. 
(Thus the name "Shadow" . . . which itself sounds 
kind of shady, but nevertheless, the character is 
definitely a do-gooder.) 

The series was originally broadcast from 1936 
lo 19'48. What we're hearing these days are tapes 
from _tho.se lovable old shows . . . enacted by Brett 
Morrison & Grace Matthews. Grace plays Lamont 
Cranston's best girlfriend, Margo Lane, who romps 
about the country getting involved in all types of 
murder mysteries. Were it not for Margo Lane, I 
think The Shadow would be out of a job. 

Anyhow, it's intero.sting to note that Brett Mor- 
rison. who played The Shadow on the air more than 
anyone (Orson Welles was among those who pre- 
ceded him), began his career in radio with an early 
"Di-acula" series which he wrote, produced & dir- 
ected! 


William Castle, the producer responsible for 
such chillers as MACABRE, HOUSE ON HAUNT- 
ED HILL & MR. SARDONICUS, is on the loose 
again. 

He's now under exclusive contract at Universal 
Pictures. The pact calls for the production of 5 
feature films during the next 3 years, and also 
covers TV film production should Castle decide 


to enter this field. So far he's done Robert Bloch's 
original screenplay. THE NIGHTWALKER, Next 
may be IN CASE OF MURDER, Nothing's final 
yet . . . but he may cast Prances Zucco, actress 
daughter of the wonderfully sinister George, in 
the title role. 


Purple people eaters, witches. Count Dracula, 
and the dancing corpses are some of the featured 
performers at the Bob Baker Marionette Theater 
in Los Angeles. 

These, and many more, appear in the 10-act 
Sketch Book Revue— ihc likes of which surely 
cannot be found anywhere else in the United Sta- 
tes. They provide fiO minutes of fun & excitement 
for the audience in a theater where everything fs 
on strings. Just the “Dracula" performance is 
worth the price of admission! 


And speaking ot Dracula . . . Marlon Brando has 
been telling his friends that his stay in Tahiti— 
where he'd filmed MUTINY ON THE BOUNTY— 
■ may not have been good 

for an actor's ego but 
was certainly great for 
his privacy. 

"No one ever heard of 
me there." he complain- 
ed. 

"The most popular 
movie that ever 
played there is DRAC- 
ULA. It's been playing 
there annually since 
1932." 

Brando added that if 
Bela Lugosi were still 
alive he'd be mobbed in Tahiti !

I do hope you soon will give more credit to 
a film where credit is due. It's Universal's 1941 
classic, THE WOLFMAN. In my opinion it sur- 
passes everything, Including DRACULA & FRANK-
